More hunting accidents were report­ 
ed in 1925 in Pennyslvania ’hen the 
year previous, regardless of efforts 
made to secure observer! e of con mon 
sense safety rules, according to a re­ 
port prepared by the Board of Game 
Commissioners. 
The fa til accidents, 52 in number, 
were next to the hights’ o: any year 
since 1913f while the non-fatal acor 
dents reported were larger than ever 
recorded. 
A separate 
adulation of 
accidents during 1924 and 1925 shows 
that of the 52 fatal accidents, 52 per 
cent were self-inflicted and 48 per 
cent inflicted by others 
Of the 229 
non-fatal accidents, &3 per cent were 
self-inflicted and 62 per cent inflicted 
by others. 
Contrary to a generai belief, shot­ 
guns were responsible for four-fifths 
of the accidents, rifle and revolver ac­ 
cidents making up the balance. 
Educate Hunters 
The records for the season just past, 
relative to hunting accidents, are more 
complete than any 
previous 
year, 
which accounts for a number of non­ 
fatal accidents being record; d. 
“It 
is evident,” th© report continues, “that 
the press and sportsmen’s organiza­ 
tions of Pennsylvania must make a 
still more concerted drive to help edu­ 
cate hunters against carelessness with 
firearms 
A large majority of the 
yearly hunting accidents are avoidable 
and the Board of Game Commission­ 
ers is anxiofls to secure every possible 
assistance hi curbing this appalling 
loss of human life.” 
Concluding its 
report the statem ent reads, “Unless 
the fields and forests are reasonable 
safe for everybody, they are u n s a fe 
for anyone.” 
Twenty-seven accidents during the 
past season were self-inflicted, while 
25 were* inflicted by others.

license. 
An extreme case of this 


Jcjnd came up recently in which a man 
had eight dogs and nine children. He 
was arrested for not having the dogs 
licensed. 
At the hearing he plead 


poverty, saying that he had been out 
of work for some time. 


In such cases, the question arises, 


'tis a man justified in keeping dogs?" 
No provision is made in the Pennsyl- 
vania dog law for exempting persons 
who own dogs under such circum- 
stances. 
All owners of dogs, the 


same as owners of automobiles, are 
required by law to obtain licenses and 
•no discrimination is made.

Shenandoah.—.When the anthracite 


miners of the. Shenandoah district re- 
ceived their 'first pay after the end of 
the long hasd coal strike, the Chil- 
dren's Welfare League of Shenandoah 
brought to a close a program of 
charitable work in which men and 
women of all religious creeds and 
races united. 


During a twelve weeks' period to- 


ward the close of the strike the work- 
ers served 75,000 dinners at the wel- 
fare center or sent them to the homes 
of needy persons. 
They distributed 


also 10,000 loaves of bread and quan- 
tities of milk and groceries and food 
sufficient for 1,800 miners' 
dinner 


cans, as well as clothing and shoes. 


In addition to meals provided by th"e 


Welfare League daily dinners were

81 Philadelphians Reported to 


Secretary of Treasury by 


Governor as .Booze 


Offenders. 


Harrisburg, March 23.—Governor 


Pinchot today made public a letter to 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon ac- 
companying a list of what he terms 
"law breakei's in Philadelphia, who are 
now withdrawing alcohol under Fed- 
eral permits." The governor did not 
make public the list but said it con- 
tains the names of 81 permitted manu- 
facturers and of ten distillers and 
others. 


The letter is a result of a conference 


between the governor and Secretary 
Mellon some time ago at which Mr. 
Pinchot offered to place state records 
in the hands of the Federal authori- 
ties. 


The governor declared the 81 per- 


mittees "have been guilty of at least. 
598 violations during the last three 
years," are still authorized to with- 
draw, 1535,000 gallons of alcohol a 
year and. last month .withdrew 10o,-' 
450 gallons. 
In the last three years 


he said they have committed 23 sepa- 
rate kinds of violations and he called 
attention to the,/.expiration of their 
permits on March 31. 


The group of ten consisting of dis- 


tilleries bonded warehouses, denatur- 
ing plants, and bonded dealers, the 
governor said, "have also-been offend- 
ers against the Federal law and regu- 
lations and their permits should not 
be renewed."

New York, Mar 23.—Critics of the 
Rev. James Empringham, head of the 
Church Temperance Society, 
whose 
recent utterances on prohibition creat­ 
ed a nation wide controversy, were 
forced to acmit that his conclusions 
were based on something more than 
mere theories. 
For the Rev, Emnringhnm, speaking 
firm the pulpit of St. Luke’s Episco­ 
pal church, told his astounded listen­ 
ers that disguised as a “dry detec­ 
tive” ho had made a tour of the un­ 
derworld in many cities to study the 
effects of prohibition, mingling with 
bootleggers and patrons of 
speak­ 
easies. 
In Chicago, Atlanta. Rochester, and 
other large cities, Dr. Rmpringham 
said he found that the Volstead act 
was a total failure, lie said ho found 
morel “speakeasies” than saloons ever 
existed, and declared that prohibi­ 
tion had demoralized the police, sub­ 
jecting them to the temptations of 
bribe takers, bootleggers and Ihjozo 
fiends. 
In a renewed plea for light wines 
and beer, he asserted that prohibition 
is wrong in principle and has been 
‘"tried,” convicted and found wanting. 
Revealing that be undertook his 
tour of the underworld as a crusader, 
Dr, Empringhaw said he had plan­ 
ned to write a pamphlet extolling the 
fruits of prohibition. 
“My abject,” he said, “was to visit 
these cities and prove to myself the 
boon which prohibition had brought to 
tlje land, Fat I was disagreeably sur­ 
prised and shocked.”

I Labor and according to the president 
! of that organization, Jam es Maur­ 
er, the purpose of the,, “colleges” is to 
equip men and women “ for intelligent 
and able leadership in the labor move­ 
ment of the future” .and “to enable 
J labor to fulfill a more responsible and 
.important part in industry and govern­ 
ment.” 
The study of economics as they re­ 
late to the ipdustries in which the stu­ 
dents are employed will be featured in 
this work. 
Vocational training is to 
be left to the 
public 
schools 
with 
which a group representing various 
labor” organizations now is working.” 
Under the 
tentative 
plan worked 
out these “ labor 
colleges” will be 
established in all industrial centers 
where the 
workers 
desire to enroll. 
Classes will be held once each week 
either under the personal supervision 
of Mr. Troxell or instructors chosen by 


the classes, but who must meet quali­ 
fications approved by the state direc­ 
tor. 
At present* there are 26 classes in 
English being

Mr. Troxell 
expects'to 
begin his 
work in Pennsylvania the latter part 
of this month. 
During the first half 
of this college year he taught a class 
in economics in Racine, Wisconsin, 
under the auspices of 
the Wisconsin 
Federation of Lakor, the expense be­ 
ing home by the University of Wis­ 
consin. 
This is said to be the first 
instance

States of a 
university providing special instruc­ 
tion for organized labor. In June Mr. 
Troxell plans to return here to conduct 
clashes in which industrial women will 
be enrolled.
